In speak- 
ing of the changes which opinion deliber- 
ately sanctions and for which business waits, 
I observed: 

“It waits with acquiescence, In the first 
place, for laws which will effectually pro- 
hibit and prevent such interlockings of the 
personnel.~of the directorates of great cor- 
porations—banks and railroads, industrial, 
commercial and public service bodies—as in

Extensiona Made, 

“This particular recommendation its re 
flected in Section 10 of the Clayton anti- 
trust act. That act became law on Ucto- 
ber 15, 1914, and it was provided that Sec- 
tion 10 should not become effective until 
two years aft that date, in order that 
the carriers and others affected might be 
able to adjust their affairs so that no in- 
convenience or confusion might result from 
the enforcement of its provisions. Further 
extension of time, amounting in ail to more 
than four years and two months, have since 
been made. 

‘‘These were in part due to the interven- 
tion of fed*>ral control, but ten months have 
now elapsed since the resumption of private 
—_—— In all, over six years have 
elapsed since this enactment was put upon 
the statute books, so that all interests 
concerned have had long and ample notice of 
the obligations it imposes.

French Chamber 
Quickly Answers 


Overwhelming Vote of 
Confidence Given Gov- 
ernment When- Chal- 
lenge From New Party 
Comes.

Paris, December 30.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)}—An overwhelming 
vote of confidence in the govern- 
ment tn connection with the Tours 
socialist congress was given by the 
chamber of deputies this evening. 
The yote, which was 451 to 54, came 
after the gaunttet ha@.been thrown 
down to the government by the new 
communist party of France, formed 
at the Tours congress, and accep- 
tance of the challenge on behalf of 
the government had been made by 
Minister of the Interior Steege. 

Deputy Marcel Cachin told the 
chamber that revolutionary efforts 
by the new communist party would 
continue, despite any action the 
government might take. In reply, 
M. Steege warned the revolutionary 
party. that any attempt at revolu- 
tion would be’ suppressed with all

MAKE TAX RETURNS 
~ON LOW VALUATION 


Business Firms Benefit Un- 
der New Ruling by In- 
ternal Revenue. 


Washington, December 30.—Mer- 
chants and manufacturers may 
adopt “cost, or market, whichever is 
lower,” as a basis for valuing their 
inventories for 1920 income tax re- 
turns under regulations issued to- 
day by the bureau of internal reve- 
nue. The rgulations also provide 
that the difference caused by the fall 
of prices during the year may be 
deducted in arriving at the value of 
stock. 

Secretary Houston and officiafs of 
the internal revenue bureau were 
without estimates tonight as-to the 
difference in revenues which may 
result from valuation at market 
rather than cgst. The belief was 
expressed inMome quarters the dif- 
ference would run into many mil- 
lions of dollars. Internal revenue 
bureau officials explained that the 
law permits of a choice of basis and 
under present conditions, “‘market” 
reflects more accurately the state of 
business conditions. To require in- 
ventories at a cost higher than 
“‘market,” it was added, would be 
to put a tax on investment rather 
than on incorne,., 

Under ordinary circumstances 
“market” is defined by the regula- 
tions as meaning the current bid 
price prevailing at the date of the 
inventory for the particular mer- 
chandise in the volume in which 
ordinarily purchased by the taxpay- 
er. The regulations, however, fur- 
ther provide that where, owing to 
obnormal circumstances, the taxpay- 
er has regularly sold such merchan- 
dise at prices lower than the current 
bid price the inventory may be val- 
ued at such prices. 

Inventories of taxpayers on what- 
ever basis taken will be subject to 
investigation, the revenue bureau 
announced, and taxpayers must sat- 
isfy the bureau of the correctness of 
the prices adopted. 

Taxpayers are permitted under 
the regulations to Vdalie their in- 
ventories at.cost or market, which 
ever is lower, regardless of past 
practice, but in-the future a change 
will only be permitted with the con- 
sent of the bureau.

Thanks were rendered in the re- 
port to Councilman Claude L. Ash- 
ley, chairman of the council com- 
mittee on benevolence, for his care- 
ful supervision and interest in the 
affairs of the office; to Miss E. E. 
Ivy for her faithful service; to 
Miss Florence Smith, of St. John’s 
church, for clothing furnished 
through that church, and to the 
American League of Rescue Work- 
ers, who, said the report, have been 
most activein furnishing emergency 
aid which would have not been pos- 


sible without their help. 


Asks Salary Raises. 
Mr. Johnson also requested in his 
that the appropriation for 
salaries of his assistants be raised 
to $2,400, providing $1,000 for the 


‘chief clerk and $900 for the record 
| clerk. 


“During the year,’/said the doc- 
ument, “we have endeavored _to 
maintain a spirit of co-operation 
with allied organizations, and are 
pleased to report that we have had 
their assistance and advice, which 
was most helpful. 

“Notwithstanding the unusual 
conditions that have arisen during 
the past two months that have 
brought to our attention many 
eases of destitution due to deser- 
tion and loss of positions, we have 
kept our expenditufes within the 
appropriation,” 

The report also expressed appre- 
ciation for invaluable aid given by 
the different departments of the cily 
government.

Secretary Wilson Explains 
Attitude on Martens Case 
m Letter. 


Washinton, December 30.—So long 
as the Russian soviet government 
seeks to stir up insurrection against 
the government of the United States 
its members resident here will be 
subject to deportation, Secretary of 
Labor Wilson said in a letter made 
public today to Charles Recht. coun- 
sel for Ludwig C. A. K. Martens, 
soviet agent in the United States. 
now under sentence of deportation. 

While the secretary in his letter 
expressed the continued friendship 


of the United States government fo: 
the Russian people, he said that th. 
evidence was “cumulative and con- 
clusive that the military dictator- 
ship of Russia, calling itself the 
soviet government, Was appropri- 
ating large sums of money to stir 
up insurrection by force of arms 
against the United States govern- 
ment.” It was this which made 
Marte a member of the soviet 
government, liable to deportation, 
he added. 

The letter was in reply to one 
from Recht on December 26, rela- 
tive to the deportation of Martens to 
Russia and for which it had pre- 
viously been announced that the 
soviet agent on January 3 will 
formally surrender himself to the 
United States authorities. In his 
| answer, Secretary Wilson said that 
he had authorized the -completion 
of arrangements for the departure 
of Martens “and the other persona 
he desires to go with him.” 

Secretary Wilson, in his letter, 
branded as “insulting” and as re- 
flecting “the brutal materialistic 
conceptions of the dominant group 
in Russia,” intimations said to have 
been contained in Recht’s communi- 
cation to the effect that profitable 
trade with Russia was so important 
in the American mind as to permit 
“our institutions to be undermined 
and destroyed, and our liberties sub- 
merged if we can have but access 
to that trade.” 

In dealing with the question of 
deportation of aliens, the secretary 
said the department of labor was not 
concerned with the form of gov- 
ernment adopted y, or imposed 
upon the people of\Russia, “except 
in so far as our sympathies go out 
to those who are oppressed.”

The south 
didn’t produce a champion—in fact, 
it lost the only one it ever pro- 
duced when Joe Lynch dethroned 
Pete Herman, of anew Orleans—but 
there was general activity through- 
out. the section in boxing, and there 
were a number of southerners capa- 
ble of battling champions among 
the fellows that were busy. Among 
them might be mentioned Jake Abel, 
Bill Bailey and Larry Avera, of 
Atlanta, and Martin Burke, Young 
Denny and Pal Moran, of New Or- 
leans.

In track sj, orts, the south is still 
laggard, but even in these in scat- 
tered sections interest is develop- 
ing. This is especially true of the 
colleges, and it ‘s confidently be- 
lieved that before many years have 
elapsed the southerners will be as 
well known on the cinder path as 
they are now on the gridiron, the 
diamond and the links.

courts today. The way Tilden and

STOCK LIST SHOWS 
IRREGULAR TREND 


New York, December 30.—Trans- 
portation shares were again the con- 
spicuous features of the irregular 
stock market today, although the 
movement in that group lacked much 
of the confident accumulation and 
resiliency of the preceding session. 
This may have been due in a meas- 
ure to the erratic and occasionally 
heavy course of such issues as At- 
lantic Gulf and Crucible Steel, al- 


though Crucible recovered in the 
later dealings. 

Several other shippings, also sec- 
Ondary steels, olls and niscellane- 
ous specialties were under inter- 
mittent pressure, presumai,,. as a re- 
sult of further selling to adjust the 
year’s tax payments, but such offer- 
ings were relatively small. 
Fundamental or basis conditions, 
in their application to trade and in- 
dustry were unaltered. The day’s 
budget of news repeated the time- 
worn story of curtailed production, 
lower commodity prices and increase 
of unemployment. 

The money market followed its 
recent monotonous course, call loans 
holding at 7 per cent, with virtu- 
ally no offerings of time funds. 
Dealings in foreign exchange were 
negligible, and the only interna- 
tional development of financial in- 
terest was the low point of the Bank 
of England’s liability reserves. 
Price movements in the _ stock 
market were most confusing in the 
last hour, rails, such as Reading 
and Northern Pacific, reacting 
Sharply, and Atlantic Gulf continued 
to sink, making a net loss of 8%. 
O nthe other hand, American In- 
ternationa] closed at a gain of 5%, | 
New York Airbrake 3 and leading 
rubber issues 2 to almost 3 points. 
Leaders of the steel, equipment and 
oil divisions finished at variable 
recessions, excepting United States 
Steel, which gained almost one 
point. Sales amounted to 1,100,000 
shares. 

Trading in bonds was very exten- 
sive, approximating the largest turn- 
over of the year. .Railway convert- 
ible issues of the better known va- 
riety were in favor at substantial 
gains, but Liberty bonds and indus- 
trials were easier. Total sales, par 
value, $36,900,000.
